REMARKS 


In a Restriction Requirement dated May 17, 2006, the Examiner has set out the 
following groups asserting that election amongst the following groups is required. 

Group I is composed of claims 15, 16, 20-34, 38 and 39, and drawn to a method 
of heating and removing element. 

Group II is composed of claims 35-37, and drawn to an encrypted assembly. 

Applicants elect with traverse Group I, directed to claims 15, 16, 20-34, 38 and 
39. The basis of the traversal is that there would be no undue burden on the Examiner to 
examine both of the above groups and all of the claims together.
